LOST PEANUTS 

According to an agri- 
cultural research study, 
peanut growers may leave 
a lot of their peanuts under- 
ground at harvest time, 
This study showed that one 
peanut pod left per 50 
square inches (about the 
area covered by a size 10 
shoe) equals some 380 
pounds of peanuts lost per 
acre, Two pods inthe same 
area indicate a loss of about 
40%, of a crop yielding a 
ton per acre, 

Later in the summer we 
are going to make a thor- 
ough study of their picking 
and digging recommenda- 
tlons and make it available 
to Coffee County peanut 
growers, We certainly can 
not afford to leave several 
hundred pounds of peanuts 
in the ground,

STAKING TOMATOES 


Ever since my neighbor & 


beat me growing tomatoes 
a few years ago, I have 
been a little hesitant to 
write about gardening, 
However, I have learned 
by watching other folks and 
by studying that a lot of 
tomatoes can be grown in 
a very small space if they 
are staked and pruned and 
cared for, Perry Smith, 
our Extension gardener, 
gives the following on stak- 
ing tomatoes: “‘Drive a 5- 
foot stake in the ground a 
few inches from the plant. 
Select the side branch just 
below the first cluster; tle 
it and the main stem to the 
stake by placing soft string 
around the plant and cross- 
ing it between the vine and 
the stake, Make the first tie 
about 12 inches from the 
ground, Continue to tie the 
plant to avoid rubbing and 
scarring, Prune all other 
lateral branches (suckers) 
as they appear.’ 


Comfortable 
Hens Produce 
More Eggs 


Hot summer days can 
mean lazy hens and less 
profit for Alabama poultry- 


men, cautions J, R. Hub- 
bard, Extension poultry 
specialist. 


To get the most eggs 
poultrymen must lower the 
heat on the laying flock, 
The nearer the building 
approaches open air condi- 
tions, the more comfort- 
able the hens will be and 
the more eggs they will 
lay, explains Hubbard, 
Hens don’t require air con- 
ditioning, but they do need 
ventilation and an insulated 
roof, 

An insulated roof paint- 
ed white reflects the sun 
and reduces the tempera- 
ture inside the building, 
Some poultrymen find it 
helps to spray the hen house 
roof with water during ex- 
tremely hot days, 

The specialist also ad- 
vises adding more water 
space in hen houses, pro- 
viding plenty of coolwater, 
and cleaning water foun- 
tains and pans often,

CORNED BEEF 

The other day while I 
was talking with my neigh- 
bor about good things to 
eat, the dish of corned 
beef and cabbage was men- 
tioned, This led into a 
discussion of what part of 
the beef corned beef came 
from, Out of curiosity, I 
looked on my beef chart 
and found that corned beef 
comes from the brisket 
portion and that it needs 
to be cooked in liquid. But 
if you are purchasing the 
canned corned beef, then 
no pre-cooking is neces- 
sary. 


FLOWER BEDS 

Don’t wait for the plants 
in your flower beds to be- 
come wilted before you 
water them, 

Check the soil moisture 
often by taking a sample 
of soil in your hand and 
squeezing it. If the soil 
sticks together, you can 
wait a few days before 
watering, But if it 
crumbles, you should water 
‘che area, 

Be sure to soak the 
soil thoroughly when you 
water--don’t just sprinkle 
the top of the ground. 

Annual flowers need at 
least one inch of water 
every ten to fourteen days, 


SAFETY 

Hundreds of Coffee 
County people are thought- 
lessly exposing themselves 
to danger--just by mowing 
the lawn, 

Although power mowers 
save a lot of energy in 
keeping lawns neatly trim- 
med, they can also reap a 
very grim harvest. 

During a recent year, 
over 2,000 children were 
injured by flying objects 
thrown by rotary mower 


blades. Power mowers also 
clipped 5,000 toes, 18,000 
fingers, and caused other
